BILLINGS, Mont., July 12. 


Symptoms of botulinus poisoning 
have developed in two of the three 
survivors of the party of seve’ 
stricken near Cody, Wyo., Tuesday 
evening after eating among other 
foad some imported ripe olives, 
physicians said today. Four vof 
the party already are dead. 

Those who became ill last night 
are Tolbert N. Richardson Jr., 
Germantown, Pa., whose brother; 


Thomas Peter, died at a hospital 
here yesterday, and Miss Eugen‘. 
Jones, of Cody, tutor to Paul Ache 
Jr., of Pittsburg, Pa.. one of the 
first victims to die. Tolbert Rich- 
ardson was persuaded to go to a 
hospital here. Others of the party, 
including hig sister, Sara Ellen wno 
has shown no symptoms, are at a 
hotel here. 

Thomas Peter Richardson and 
three other patients were brought' 
here from Cody Thursday evening 
for treatment. Thomas Peter 
Richardson was the only one who 
was seriously ill. He was rushcd 
to the hospital while serum was 
wired for at Kansas City with a

Olives Bought From Fruit Store in 
Denver. 
By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., July 12. — A 
shipment of imported ripe olives, 
believed to have caused the deaths 
at Aldrich Lodge, near Cody, Wyo.., 
has been turned over to the city 
health authorities for analysis by 
Melvin G. Strauss, proprietor of a 
Denver fruit store. A _ telegram 
from Pawl Ache declared he had 
purchased the olives from the 
Strauss store. 


150 Cases of Botulinus Poisoning 
Have Been Reported. 

According to scientists, bacillus 
botulinus is caused by a germ of 
decay in spoiled vegetables or 
fruits. The germ is amazingly re- 
sistant to measures that kill most 
germs; boiling does not destroy 
it, unless confined for several hours. 
nor does steam under 15 pounds’ 
pressure for 10 minutes. The pol- 
son is destroyed by light and aic. 
but maintains is virulence for more 
than six months if it is sealed in a 
dark place. 

Medical and zymology experts 
have urged as a preventive measure 
that only vegetables and fruits in 
perfectiy sound condition be 
canned. 

Prof. Robert Graham of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois has developed an 
antibotulinus serum which has 
been used with success in poison 
cases. There have been 40 rec- 
ognized outbreaks of botulism, with 
150 cases and $7 deaths. ’

PRISON TERM FOR 
HAMTRAMCK MAYOR 


Other Officials of Detroit Su- 
burb and Citizens Sentenced 
in Beer Plot. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., July 12.—Peter 
S. Jezewski, Mayor of Hamtramck, 
Max A. Wosinski, former Ham- 
tramck Commissioner of Police, 
and John Ferguson, former police 
were sentenced to two 
years imprisonment each at the 
Leavenworth Federal penitentiary 
today, following their conviction 
with 28 others of conspiracy te vi- 
olate the prohibition law by selling 
real beer. 

Heavy sentences were imposed 
upon officials of the National 
Products Co., formerly the West 
Side Brewery, two of whom were 
fined $2000 in addition to peniten- 
tiary sentences of two years. Hans 
Havemann, general manager of 
the company, and Albert Ross, a 
company officer, also drew the 
heavier punishment, while Louis 
Silverman, also an officer of the 
company, and alleged chief dis- 
tributor of the beer, was given a 
2-year sentence, but escaped a 
fine. : 

Bertha Johnson, owner of the 
Hamtramck Ine. and the only 
woman among the defendants, was 
sentenced to serve four months in 
the House of Correction. 

Other defendants include Ham- 
track saloon keepers, and emyloyes 
of the Nationa] Products Co., re- 
ceived sentences ranging from 
three months in the House of Cor- 
rection to 13 months’ in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary. 

A motion for a new trial 
denied. 

Thirty-one of the 34 defendants 
charged with conspiracy to violate 
the prohibition laws by sale 6f beer 
in Hamtramck, a suburb, were 
found guilty b ya jury in United 
States District Court heer last night. 
The case, which involved officials 
of the national products company, 
formerl ythe West Side Brewery, 
city officiale of Hamtramck, and 
proprietors of near beer saloons 
had more than 50 defendants when 
the trial started. 

Several of the defendants were 
not apprehened, other pleaded 
guilty during the trial and some 
were ordered dismissed when the 
Government had finished the pres- 
entation of its case.

SECRET KKK. MEETING 
ORDERED THROWN OPEN 


Governor Issues Edict When 
200 Hold Closed - Door 
Klonclave in Capitol. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 12.— 
A closed-door meeting and confer- 
ence*of about 200 Ku Klux Kians- 
men, delegates from local chapters 
throughout the State, which opened 


in the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives today, was ordered 
thrown open by Gov. Hyde, when 
he learned of the secret nature of 
the Klionklave. 

Guards had been stationed at 
the hall entrances, and only 
known klansmen; or sympathizers, 
admitted. When this was reported 
to Gov. Hyde he sent for Fred 
Hueller, assistant commissioner of 
the Permanent Seat of Government, 
and told him that the meeting 
would have to be conducted in the 
open, or assembled elsewhere 
Hueller reported the Governor's 
edict to the leaders of the assemb- 
lage, and after a second conference 
with the Governor, returned ané 
unlocked the doors. 

When the meeting opened, only 
those who could satisfy the guards 
in whispered discussions outsid2 
the entrances gained admission. 

Guards Refuse Information. 

Inquiry of the guard who 
turned back reporters failed 
to elicit any information what- 
ever. A request then was made 
that Carrell E. Bailey of Jef- 
ferson City, formerly an engineer 
in the State Highway Department 
and now operating a garage here, 
be called outside. Bailey was 
called, but profeased to know noth- 
ing about the meeting. whose it 
was, the purpose in calling it or 
the work it expected to do. He 
was “just sitting in,” but referred 
requests for further information to

BERLIN, July 12.—The Ger- 
man Government is not so disap- 
pointed with the trend of the com- 
ing London confererce as its of- 
ficial and _ inspired statements 
would indicate. 

In confidence, responsible offi- 
cials admit that they expected any 
agreement coming out of London 
and Paris to te reached at the 
Reich's expense. The immediate 
outcome of the Paris news, how- 
ever, is the movement of the For- 
‘eign Office to persuade American 
participation in the commiasion 
that wil! supervise the working of 
the Dawes report. With the com- 
mission dominated by the United 
States and superseding the ‘teva- 
rations Commission, the Govern- 
ment believes it could persuade al! 
parties that German interests 
would be fairly dealt with. 

Putting the Reparations Com- 
miasion in the saddle is seen as a 
continuation of that policy which 
produced the London ultimatum. 

“America made the Dawes re- 
port—let it come to its rescue 
now,” one offictal said. 

Through al! the official wat)- 
ingse—and the complaints are as 
oftter In moderate circies as in na- 
tionalist—rune the theme that Ger

Four hundred civilians have been 
killed during the fighting in the 
Sao Paulo insurrection, according 
to reliable advices from Santos, 
giving the American Consul there 
as authority for the estimate of 
the dead.

RUENOS AIRES, July 12.—The 


Brazilian Foreign Office, in a 
statement cabled to its diplomatic 
representatives abroad, declares 
the insurrectionary movement is 
confined to the City of Sao Paulo 
and that the rebels are completely 
dominated by the Federal forces, 
says a despatch from Rio Janeiro 


to La Nacion. 

The statement denies as “false 
and alarming” information regard- 
ing the alleged spread of the movre- 


ment to the State of Rio Grande 
The despatch, which is under date 
of yesterday, quotes the statement 
in pa: as follows: 

“Perfect order reigns in Rio 
Grande. The movement in Sao 
Paulo is no more than a mutiny 
provoked by part of the state 
militia police, to which part of the 
Federal garrison has joined. This 
movement, meanwhile, thanks to 
the tmmediate energetic meas ires 
taken by the Federa! and State 
governments, has been circum- 
scribed to the capital of Sao Paulo 
without affecting the interior part 
of the state or other parts of the 
country. 

“State President da Campos re- 
sisted and efficiently maintained 
his authority as such before the 
arrival of the Federal forces sent 
to his aid. Today the rebels are 
being completely dominated by 
legal Federal forces sent through 
Santos and over the Central Bra- 
zilian Railway, consisting of per- 
fectly prepared cavalry. infantry. 
light and heavy artillery, tanks 
and aviators, which have already 
surrounded Sao Paulo and reached 
the very center of the city.

HERE is still on accasion when 

is cleaning the house for the sum- 

mer. Nothing is so good a pre- 

ventative of the ravages of mice, 

moths or vermin as thorough 
cleanliness. 

Portieres must come down and 
be thoroughly brushed and packed 
eway from both moths and dust. 
All woolens from bureau drawers, 
beds and closets should have the 
Same treatment. 

Rugs need an especially thor- 
ough treatment with a vacuum 
cleaner. Rolling and wrapping 
against moths is less had on rug 
fiber than folding. 

Beds should be well aired and 
left unmade. A clean sheet or 
other light covering may be 
thrown over the bed as a protec- 
tion for pillows and mattress. A 
light rubbing with lemon oil or 
any very thin oil is a good pro- 
tection for brass bedsteads, chan- 
deliers or picture frames. 

Stoves that are to remain un- 
vsed during the summer need a 
thorough rubbing with a stove oll. 
Gas stoves may be painted with a 
stove enamel. 

Window shades should be drawn 
to protect walls and furnishings 
from fading in the strong sunlight 
of summer. A thin packing of pa- 
per pleced in the windows before 
they c.e closed helps to keep dust 
from. sift*ing into the house. 

Matches if left in the house 
should be stored in tight. closed 
tin boxes. Cereal foods and 
canned foods are the only ones 
that should ever remain in a closed 
house and cereals only when nec- 
essary and they shoulf be kept in 
light containers. 

Silver, if valuable, i[s usually 
placed in a storage vault. Espe- 
cially prepared canton flannel rolls, 
whceih keep air from the silver, are 
an aid in preventing tarnish. A 
few pieces of camphor gum are 
said to help if placed in the chest 
with the silver.

But so many women lack the 
€asy grace that should be their 
birthright. They allow some stiff- 
ness or woodenness to creep into 
their walk, and they go awkward- 
ly along oblivious of the unattrac- 
tive quality which takes so much 
away from their beauty and 
charm. 

If you are blessed with a lovely 
face and figure you should dv 
everything in your power to ac- 
quire suppleness and easy grace 
in proportion to your share of 
good looks. 

If you are not’ thoroughly 
pleased with the loveliness oOo:

tention to acquiring all the beauty 
that you can. 

And grace and suppleness are 
not to be dispensed with any tim:

HELPS FOR 
THE MOTHER 


[: is not easy for the energetic 


boy or girl to sit quietly at the 

table throughout a meal, and 
indulgent mothers often serve the 
children régardless of the course 
the rest of the family may be con- 
suming. This is not advisable and 
the wise mother will insist upon 
her children patiently awaiting the 
regular serving of each course, 

The table conversation should al- 
ways be of a pleasant nature and 
such as the children can take part 
in. Then, if they have been taught 
to eat slowly and thoroughly mas- 
ticate their food, the interval be- 
tween courses will be no bore to 
them. 

If correct table manners are 
strictly enforced at each meal, 
there will be no embarrassments 
for the mother when guests are 
present. The child thus trained 
will be spared many uncomfortable 
situations when aining out.

Impress upon the little folks that 
it is bad manners to leave tha 
spoon in the cup when drinking. It 
should be placed in the saucer. Do 
not allow them to clutch the spoon 
or fork in the fist, and 18 soon as 
a child uses the knife teach him to 
hold it by the handle only, resting 
the forefinger on the dull edge of 
the blade. Show him how to raise 
the fork or spoon laterally and not 
at right angles to the mouth. See 
that he keeps the knife on the 
plate (at the side) when not in use. 
and be sure the knife and fork are 
left on the plate before children 
leave the table. 


Other little items of table eti- 
quette that you can instil are that 
crackers and bread should not be 
put into the soup but eaten from 
the fingers. A knife should not be 
used on potatoes except when par- 
ing is necessary. The fork should 
be used for cutting and mashing 
potatoes. Bread should be taken 
with the fingers, not the fork.

HE super-heterodyne is, and has been considered, since its Intro- 
duction, the acme of radio reception, but there is still room 
for improvement. For those who contemplate building this 

type receiver, we publish this series, of which this will serve as the 
introduction, primarily to straighten out many misconceptions of the 
capabilities of this circuit and help those building it to appreciate 
the fine performance of the properly functioning receiver. In this 
article we will confine ourselves to the theoretical! side of the super- 
heterodyne, taking up im turn the first detector circuit, the oscillat- 
ing medium, the filter, the intermediate frequency amplifying cir- 
euit, the second detector and the audio amplifier, and describe the 
part each plays in the receiver. 

Before we get under way with the main theme of our story let 
thie be understood: that while this circuit will do more under similar 
eonditions than any other circuit known, it cannot do the impossible. 
It cannot be depended upon to bring in the Pacific Coast during the 
summer, and does not bring in distant stations so that they cannot 
be differentiated from locals on the game receiver; also that it is 
Just as susceptible to static and stray electricals and as responsive 
fo single circuit regenerative squeals as any other receiver using a 
similar antenna system. If properly constructed and operated it 
will do more than any other type receiver, but don’t expect too 
much. Engiand its just as fay away on « super-heterodyne as it is 
on any three stage radio frequency set. 

The underlying principles of the super-heterodyne operation is 
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The First Detector Circuit. 


the conversion of signals from the broadcast frequency at which 
they are received, to a more easly handled frequency in the neigh- 
borhood of 10,000 metres, which is amplified and redetected or recti- 
fied and passed on for audio amplification. Diagram No. 1 shows 
the general idea of all super-heterodyne reception. 


THE TUNING DEVICE. 


If the super-heterodyne is to give the utmost satisfaction it is ab- 
solutely necessary that every point in its construction be perfection 
itself. To attempt to put down the so-called controlling factors in 
the order of their importance would be folly: everything is tm- 
portant from the medium of intercepticn, the antenna, straight 
through the circuit. Some authorities put the filter system at the 
head of the list of the most important elements, but no matter how 
Perfect this unit may be. if the tuning arrangement at the head end 
is not good. or the intermediate frequency amplifying transformers 
following it are improperly designed, the results will be not one bit 
better than if the filter was no good and everything else right. The 
super-heterodyne is tery much like the chain, tt ts no stronger than 
its weakest link, and for that matter no different than any other 
receiver. 


So we will start with the tunimg Gevice and follow right through 
the circuit. 

The three cardinal points in any tuning device are: First. the in- 
terception of as much energy as possibile from the desired stations; 
second. the ability to time sharply and clearly, cutting by the high- 
powered loca] stations and picking up the weaker distant stations 
Without any overlapping or evidence of cross-talk from those on nearby 
wave lengths. ana third, the transfer of this energy to the detecting 


or amplifying medium without loss. This applies equally to all 
types of tuning devices.

eperation over any other type. For the broadcast wave lengths & 
loop wound on a frame 30 inches or more on a side is recommended. 
It should be made of radio cable or a copper wire of at least If B&S 
gauge, stranded or braided wire preferred, of which approximately 
90 feet should be used. If a smaller loop is used it should contain 
the same amount of wire. The loop should be built with the greatest 
care. The spreaders should be of some good insulating device, such 
as bakelite, to prevent any possible leak of the received energy be- 
tween the successive turns of the wire. A goodly distance between 
the terminals of the loop is recommended. Depending upon a jack 
for connection tr the tuning condenser must not be considered. The 
small insulation between the terminals of a jack is insufficient te 
preserve the energy picked up. and it will be found that this method 
of connecting the loop to the set will utterly defeat the purpose of 
the super-heterodyne, clear, consistent, long distance work. A 23- 
plate .0005 mfd. L YW LOSS condenser must be used to tune the 
loop. No other type will do, as it is an all important factor to de- 
liver to the grid of the first detector the greatest possible amount 
of the received energy. A vernier attachment, while not absolutely 
necessary, will be found of considerable advantage in tuning the loop | 
to exact resonance of incoming signals. 

No one will question the superiority of the regular tuned antenna 
for picking up the maximum amount of energy, nor will they dis- 
pute its ability to induce the greatest amount of undesirable extran- 
eous electrica] strays and static from which the loop is more or less, 
although not absolutely, free, as some manufacturers’ lterature 
would lead one to believe. 

For those who desire to use the outdoor antenna system with the 
super a special coupling is recommended It tg not expensive and 
because of its simplicity will have to be home made. Do not at- 
tempt to use the variocoupler of the tapped variety, because of the 
high losses sustained in the tapping arrangement and close coup- 
ling. Lieut. Victor Greiff. U. S. N.. describes In his super-hbetero- 
dyne manual a very efficient coupling device, consisting of an un~- 
tuned primary of about 10 feet of “Litz” or No. 14 B. & S. wire, 
wound on a 3-inch bakelite or formed tube, with a secondary wind- 
ing of 60 feet of similar wire. The secondary winding is started 
about 1% inches from the end of the primary and is spaced so that 
each turn has the width of a wire between it and the next. A piece 
of string wound in parallel with the wire will give the desired spac-~- 
ing. This secondary is turned by the same type condenser as sug- 
gested for the loop. 


THE FIRST DETECTOR. 


The first detector which receives the energy from the loop also 
handies the energy generated by the locally controlled oscillator and 
passes it on to the filter. In construction it is just the same as any 
other detector circuft using a grid leak and grid condenser and is 
connected to the tuning device in the same manner. Upon the grid 
of this detector ts impressed the beat note, which is the resultant 
effect of the incoming signais upon which is superimposed the voice 
modulation and those picked up from the oscillator. The grid is nut 
im a super-sensitive condition by this picked up local energy.

In theory ft * very simple, but in operation many “bugs” appear 
that often prove fatal. Upon the infinitely fine tuning of this unit 
Gepends the success or failure of the receiver. The tuning of the 
osc.llator depends entirely upon the condenser, which must be of 
the low-loss type, with a vernier attachment, to allow for the almost 
microscopic adjustments necessary to produce the proper heterodyning 
effect and should have a capacity of .001 mfd. An ordinary condenser 
must not be considered if any long distance work ig to be accom- 
plisheé with the local station im operation. The range of the coils 
and condenser in this circuit should cover the broadcast wave band 
from 300 tc 800 metres. 

a, you see, we have a smal] transmitting device whose energy is 
picked cp by the detector circuit which combines it with the incom- 
ing signa! and paves the way for its transformation to a high wave 
length and radio amplification.

THE FILTER. 


Here is where most of the fun starts in a “super.” The filter 
is very simple in theory, but in practice the most critical part of the 
circuit. It must be sharp, but not too sharp, or the tuning will be- 
come difficult, mor must it be so broad that it will permit the pas- 
sage of anything but the frequencies at which the transformers of the 
intermediate frequency amplifiers are designed to function most effi- 
ciently. The primary coil of the filter coupler is connected in the 
plate of the first detector tube, and the secondary to the grid of the 
first intermediate frequency amplifying tube. No matter what the 
frequency of the signal received, there is but one frequency at which 
it can pass the filter. How this is accomplished was discussed under 
the heading of the oscillator. 

The filter must be designed to pass its received energy with the 
utmost freedom, with the least possible amount of resistance to the 
current. Freedom of resonance is another requirement which pre- 
clodes the use of any transformer where the coils are incased and 
of fixed relative position. Another requirement is that the coils must 
tune exactly alike, whether they are the same or different sizes. For 
simplicity it is recommended that the coils be of identical design and 
tuned tn the laboratory with fixed condensers to pass the received en- 
ergy at the transformer’s most efficient range. To effect perfect 
resonance the coils must be mounted so that a change in their reia- 
tive position can easily be made. 

Of course the most efficient method of tuning this unit would 
be with variable condensers across the primary and secondary of 
the filter coupler, but this would only mean additional controls and

bone or honeycomb type, care being taken to have them perfectly 
matched and tuned. This is a laboratory operation and should not 
rage ae one is thoroughly conversant with radio de- 
gning practices. ere are a num 
the market that can be depended art ee 
The position of the filter in the circuit is a matter of prime im- 
portance and, in the writer's opinion, shculd be placed between the 
first detector and the first intermediate frequency amplifier. Radio ex- 
perimenters have tried placing it in the circuit between the last stage 
of the [. F. A. and the second defector. This method has proven 
bard to handle, because it is almost impossible to filter out the in- 
terfering noises once they have been amplified. The practice of using 
both an input and output filter is inavisable, as it is hard to match 
the coils and only complicates matters. 


THE INTERMEDIATE FREQUENCY AMPLIFIER. 


The intermediate frequency amplifier is nothing more or less in 
the standard super-heterodyne than three stages of straight radio fre- 
quency amplification. More stages can be used, but three seem to 
give the required results. The transformers, which are of the iron 
core type, should be perfectly matched; that ts, their characteristics 
should be such as to pass a band of frequencies with equal] amplifi- 
eation. If this amplification varies, distortion enters and destroys 
the harmonics and overtones that appear on the original wave. 

To meet all requirements it is necessary that the transformers 
tune over a band of frequencies from 60 to 30 kilocycles, covering 
from 6,000 to 10,000 metres. 

Various types of transformers have been designed for use im 
this circuit, some having cores of laminated iron, while others use 
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The Filter Circuit. 


@ powdered iron for the same purpose. Those using the powdered 
tron seem to be best. Just the right amount of tron can be put in te 
create a field of the proper strength and broaden the natural charac- 
teristic of the transformer coils to obtain the desired effect. 

[It is in this section of the circuit that the third contro] appears 
im the form of a 400 ohm potentiometer which controls the sensitive- 
ness of the whole set. This control next to the heterodyne condenser 
is the most critical and important in the circuit. It controls the 
amplifier and upon its proper adjustment the clarity, definition and 
strength of the signals to the second detector depends. 

Tbe reason for asing bigh wave transformers has already beem 
mentioned. The high frequency oscillations are not only unman- 
ageable in the transformer but also in the tubes, where the low 
frequencies or high wave lengths are controllable not only in the 
tubes but in the transformers. 

The tuned transformer would be ideal were it not for the addi- 
tional controls involved. Air core transformers should be avoided, 
first and foremost, because they tune very sharply, and, secondly, 
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The Long Wave intermediate Frequency Amplifier. 
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because they have a low amplification factor and because oscillatory 
control is extremely difficult. 
The tubes used in all three stages should be of the UV 201 A of 
C 301A type. 
Figure 6 shows the schematic layout of this part of the circuit. 
From this unit the now highly amplified signal goes to the second 
Getector for rectification in the usual manner. 


THE SECOND DETECTOR AND AUDIO AMPLIFIER, 


This detector functions identically the same as any other and 
merely rectifies the powerful signal delivered to it from the !ast stage 
of the intermediate frequency amplifier which it passes on for audio 
amplification. There need be little said about this end of the circuit, 
for its action is well known. 

There is. however, something that should be given more than 
passing consideration and that is the type of material used in con- 
structing the set. As to the efficiency of the special units sold in the 
various “super-hbet” kits there need be little apprehension. In most 
cases, where put out by reliable concerns, they are not only guar- 
anteed as to electrical] and mechanical efficiency. but the manufac- 
turers are willing to test the finished set im the laboratory if it does 
not work and straighten out the tangle 

Most of the trouble with super-heterodyne is to be located in the 
auxiliary parts. Just as much care should be exercised in selecting 
sockets, condensers and rhbeostats as in purchasing the intermediate 
frequency transformers. Only the very best material should be con- 
sidered. Sockets are particularly tmportant, as one which permits 
@ leak across the base of the radio frequency currents wil) otterly 
ruim the efficiency of the set. Use rheostats and potentiometers of 
the most approved type. The fixed condensers must be letter perfect, 
according to specification. or there is sot a chance of getting the 
super to work right.
